The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The applicant's amendment filed 5/26/05 overcame the technical deficiencies and the 

prior art rejection. Claims 1-17, 19, 21, 23-36 and 38-40 are allowed because the prior art of 

record does not show the programmable logic circuit for adjusting the counter as combined in 

claim 8 and the particular net number is controlled by a bandwidth control signal as combined in 

claims 1, 32 and 36.
